We  have  received  many  inquiries  concerning  what 
Joe  and  Betty  Goodman’s  (130  Ricardo  Ave.,  Pied- 
mont 11,  Calif.)  plans  are  as  they  go  to  the  Philip- 
pines. Betty  writes:  “Joe  now  has  a plane  ticket  in 
his  pocket  for  July  19th.  The  rest  of  us  are  supposed 
to  leave  on  Sept.  24th  on  a motor  freight  boat,  they 
carry  about  12  passengers  . . . take  approximately  21 
days  to  reach  Manila  via  Honolulu,  Yokahoma  (where 
I hope  to  see  E.  Rhoads)  and  Shanghai  . . . The 
project  is  supposed  to  be  a 3-year  one,  but  if  it  is 
as  slow  winding  up  as  it  has  been  getting  under  way 
it  will  run  considerably  longer  . . . The  personnel 
sign  up  for  only  one  year  at  a time,  however  . . . 

“Joe  is  technically  a chemist  for  the  Dept,  of  the 
Interior  (Foreign  Service  Division),  U.  S.  Fish  & 
Wild  Life.  So  far  his  work  has  been  almost  all 
oceanographic.  The  project  is  to  rehabilitate  the  Phil- 
ippine fishing  industry,  presumably  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Filipinos  . . . There  are  2 scientific  boats,  one 
large  one  for  deep  sea  work,  which  Joe  has  charge 
of  and  a small  one  (which  by  an  odd  coincidence  is 
the  reconverted  minesweeper  my  brother  had  com- 
mand of  dm’ing  the  war)  for  off-shore  work.  Each 
is  equipped  with  a laboratory  and  there  are  also  shore 
labs  in  charge  of  none  other  than  Ed  Cowles,  for- 
merly of  Glendora  C.P.S.  camp  . . . My  best  to  any 
friends  ...” 


Bob  Luitweiler  in  Oregon 

Good  news  comes  from  Bob  Luitweiler  (Box  1, 
Portland  7,  Oregon)  of  settling  on  land  with  Ross 
Anderson,  Lloyd  Danzeisen  and  Lee  Stern.  Bob 
writes:  “Things  are  shaping  up  rapidly  ...  40  acres 
of  tax  delinquent  land  for  $16.50  per  acre  were  bought 
at  the  county  auction.  Tonight  (6-24)  we  give  up 
for  good  our  rooms  in  town  and  become  real  pioneers. 
Last  week  we  drove  to  Waldport  to  get  Ross’  things 
and  brought  back  $110  worth  of  second  hand  tools 
and  equipment  . . . tomorrow  we’ll  take  another  load 
up  the  mountain  thus  all  the  earthly  possessions  of 
the  three  of  us  will  be  stored  in  the  tents.  We  have 
two  army  squad  tents  16x16  feet.  Our  next  job  will 
be  to  build  good  solid  platforms  under  them  with 
space  for  work  shop  in  one  and  kitchen  and  bath- 
room in  the  other.  We’ll  have  running  water  by 
gravity.  We  are  rushing  to  get  in  a small  vegetable 
garden  and  build  the  goat  shed  and  chicken  house. 
We’re  in  hopes  of  having  the  place  ready  for  a work 
camp  by  the  middle  of  July  . . . 

“Interest  from  many  parts  of  the  country  is  most 
encouraging  . . . one  of  the  youth  leaders  from  Sas- 
katchewan is  definitely  coming  down  for  a few  weeks 
. . . Encouraging  too  is  the  interest  from  the  local 
leaders:  one  minister  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
and  the  youth  leader  in  that  church  . . . More  good 
news  is  that  a Swiss  fu’m  has  been  building  houses, 
office  buildings,  etc.,  for  many  years  . . . using  saw- 
dust-cement slabs.  This  firm,  Durisol,  Inc.,  claims 
that  the  material  is  fire-insect-vermine-and-rot  proof 
. . . Buildings  are  constructed  of  slabs  sealed  with 
asphalt  strips.” 


Inter- Community  Service  Committee 

The  Inter-Community  Service  Committee  of  the 
Southern  California  Branch  of  the  AFSC  met  recently 
to  evaluate  its  program  for  the  coming  year.  Mem- 
bers approved  re-activating  the  Committee.  Emphasis 
was  made  on  clarifying  the  function  of  tihs  commit- 
tee with  approval  given  for  its  having  an  advisory 
and  counseling  responsibility.  Interest  was  expressed 
in  the  committee  meetings  being  combined  with  work 
days  at  the  sites  of  community  projects  in  this  area.

This  will  include  reporting  activity  in  this  area  of 
such  nature:  to  plan  future  work-committee  days: 
to  consider  report  of  work  on  Community  Education 
Work  at  Pacific  Oaks  and  to  counsel  concerning  it. 


Mexico  City  Monthly  Meeting 

Mexico  City  Monthly  Meeting  has  requested  mem- 
bership in  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting.  If  Friends  find 
this  suitable  we  will  be  a truly  international  Yearly 
Meeting  as  we  include  meetings  in  British  Columbia, 
too.  It  would  perhaps,  be  better  to  say  “supra- 
national” as  Jose  Vidal  of  Mexico  City  says.  He 
feels  that  we  as  Friends  have  a particular  need  to 
forget  those  artificial  lines  on  the  map  called  inter- 
national boundaries.  'There  is  some  hope  that  Joe 
Vidal  and  other  Friends  from  Mexico  City  will  be  in 
Palo  Alto. 


Pen  Friends 

Recently  Lydia  S.  Eliott  wrote  from  Australia  (The 
Moorland  Guest  House,  Wotter,  Plymouth)  to  inquire 
whether  the  columns  of  the  Bulletin  might  be  used 
to  encourage  “pen-friends”  with  students  in  a girls’ 
day  school  in  Plymouth.  Ages  from  12-15  and  corre- 
spondents are  encouraged  to  write  particularly  of 
home  life  and  special  outings  because  much  of  foreign 
impression  of  each  other’s  countries  comes  from  com- 
mercialized sources.  Lydia  Elliott  has  contacted  cor- 
respondents with  students  in  China,  Fiji,  Samoa,  New 
Zealand  and  could  probably  arrange  a similar  service 
for  students  here. 

She  also  writes  stories  of  adventure  and  real  ani- 
mals for  boys  and  girls  so  is  always  on  the  look-out 
for  material  and  eager  to  hear  of  exciting  events 
which  actually  happen  to  families.  In  1938  she  and 
her  husband  visited  southern  California  during  which 
time  she  recalls  most  vividly  a visit  to  the  Indian 
School  at  Riverside.  I am  sure  she  will  share  the 
regret  of  many  of  us  who  know  that  that  Sherman 
Institute  has  recently  been  discontinued  by  the  gov- 
ernment, due  to  lack  of  appropriation. 


This  folk  school-cooperative-community  project  is 
located  near  Sandy,  Oregon,  about  an  hour’s  drive 
east  of  Portland  in  the  foot  hills  of  Mt.  Hood.  Named 
“Camp  Grundtvig”  on  Bear  Creek  Road  the  project’s 
statement  of  purpose  sounds  the  key-notes  of  self- 
sufficiency  on  a part-time  work  and  maintenance 
basis,  low-cost  housing,  Grundtvigian  folk  school 
principles,  and  the  brotherhood  of  man  as  it  radiates 
from  a community  centered  group  life.

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On  July  20th  William  and  Anna  James,  Ed 
Sanders  and  1 attended  the  Palo  Alto  Monthly 
Meeting  to  discuss  with  them  plans  for  our  Aug- 
ust meeting.  Palo  Alto  Meeting  has  been  growing 
in  the  past  years.  The  meeting  for  worship  in 
the  Girl  Scout  Club  House  of  the  Palo  Alto 
Community  Center  and  also  the  Monthly  Meet- 
ing held  this  time  in  the  home  of  Cerda  Isenberg 
were  helpful  and  well  attended. 

Their  plans  for  entertaining  the  conference 
are  well  advanced.  The  Committee  on  Arrange- 
ments is  headed  by  Mary  Hansen,  chairman,  with 
Mary  Hiatt,  secretary.  The  Committee  on  Hos- 
pitality headed  by  Corinne  True  with  Edna  James 
and  Minerva  Skelton  helping  are  arranging  bed 
and  breakfast  in  the  homes  of  Friends  for  all 
out-of-towners.  After  hearing  their  reports  we 
are  sure  that  there  will  be  plenty  of  room  for 
every  one,  but  it  will  do  the  Committee  a great 
service  by  reporting  early  to  them  both  the  num- 
ber in  your  party  and  especially  the  ages  of  the 
children.  The  Committee  on  Child  Care  con- 
sists of  Frances  Hall  Smith  and  Dorothy  Murray 
and  they  are  working  out  a program  for  the 
children  during  the  day  time  sessions.

Lunch  and  dinner  will 
be  served  at  the  Harker  School  and  it  is  hoped 
that  reservations  will  be  in  so  meal  estimates  may 
be  made  by  August  12. 

You  will  note  in  this  issue  the  printing  of  a 
suggested  agenda  to  prepare  us  to  use  our  time 
more  wisely  in  discussing  the  issues  which  our 
increased  acquaintance  through  visiting  and  cor- 
respondence this  year  has  indicated.  This  is  not 
only  to  prevent  our  spending  a whole  session  on 
some  single  detail  of  procedure,  but  also  to  en- 
courage attenders  that  their  particular  concern 
has  been  allotted  a definite  time  and  place. 
Friends  should  be  better  prepared  to  speak  and 
give  consideration  to  the  topics  of  the  session 
with  such  advance  notice. 


Each  committee  and  meeting  is  being  urged 
to  have  a brief  report  prepared  in  advance,  pref- 
erably in  writing,  but  at  least  thought  out  for 
presentation.  These  reports  will  serve  to  introduce 
topics  and  to  elicit  from  Friends  their  concerns 
related  thereto  as  well  as  deciding  any  matters 
required  by  the  report.  With  such  preparation 
by  the  committees  we  can  rely  increasingly  upon 
their  judgment  and  considerations,  as  well  as  free 
our  general  sessions  from  necessary  detail  for 
the  concerns  out  of  which  our  committees  grow. 

Everywhere  meetings  are  concerned  about  the 
problem  of  child  care  in  the  meeting.  This  year 
a full  session  is  devoted  to  this  and  it  is  hoped 
that  each  meeting  will  have  someone  prepared 
to  report  on  their  own  meeting’s  experience.  This 
subject  and  others  may  require  a special  session 
in  the  evening — which  may  be  arranged  at  the 
time.  We  will  look  forward  to  hearing  reports 
from  Gilbert  Bowles,  Robert  and  Lyra  Dann  and 
Floyd  and  Ruth  Schmoe. 

Most  of  the  meetings  have  reported  them- 
selves ready  to  join  in  the  adventure  of  a new 
yearly  meeting,  so,  according  to  our  minute  of 
last  year,  we  will  be  meeting  as  the  first  annual 
session  of  the  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting,  within,  and 
conjointly  with  the  Pacific  Coast  Association  of 
Friends.  Many  details  of  our  organization  will 
need  to  be  worked  out  through  the  years  ahead. 
We  can  develop  only  as  we  grow  in  unity.  What- 
ever we  do  must  be  done  in  seeking  and  in  love. 
What  does  not  work  can  be  changed.  However, 
there  will  be  needed  a Committee  on  Organiza- 
tion and  it  has  been  suggested  that  Friends  ap- 
pointed as  representatives  by  their  Meetings 
might  be  delegated  by  the  Yearly  Meeting  as  this 
committee.  They  will  have  responsibility  for  the 
difficult  task  of  developing  plans  of  organization. 
Concerns  and  suggested  answers  to  the  specific 
problems  raised  would  be  most  helpfully  pre- 
sented to  such  a committee  in  writing.  There 
will  be  one  full  session  for  this  Committee  to 
report  and  for  the  general  meeting  to  discuss  their 
report.  Confining  our  discussion  of  organization 
to  this  one  session  seems  to  put  the  problem  in 
proper  perspective  with  the  concerns  which  bring 
this  group  together.  This  committee  or  some 
group  named  by  them  might  continue  throughout 
the  year  with  the  responsibility  of  bringing  in  a 
report  next  year. 

This  Yearly  Meeting  has  been  well  planned 
and  provided  for  by  Palo  Alto  Monthly  Meeting. 
There  is  place  and  need  for  you.  It  will  be  a 
better  meeting  by  your  being  there.  The  Pacific 
Coast  Association  of  Friends  still  includes  all 
Friends  and  friends  of  Friends  who  feel  the  need 
of  one  another.
